The  President’s  Address. 


Daring  the  past  year,  consequent  upon  the  introduction 
of  the  Government  White  Paper  on  the  Health  Services,  the 
completion  of  the  findings  of  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  and 
the  issue  of  a  memorandum  on  the  organisation  of  Hospital 
Rehabilitation  Departments,  the  question  of  the  future  develop¬ 
ment  of  our  Hospital  system  has  been  brought  forcibly  to 
the  notice  of  the  general  public  and  has  provoked  consider¬ 
able  discussion  especially  among  those  who  are  deeply  in¬ 
terested  in  Voluntary  Hospitals. 

The  scales  of  salaries  for  all  classes  of  workers  in  Hos¬ 
pitals  have  been  clarified  and  only  by  adoption  of  these  scales 
in  their  entirety  can  a  grant  be  claimed  to  assist  in  meeting 
the  additional  expense.  We  are  in  the  happy  position  of 
having  kept  abreast  of  the  increases  involved,  the  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  having  adopted  the  provisional  scales  when 
*  they  were  introduced  and  bringing  the  staff  within  the  scope 
of  the  completed  scales  as  soon  as  notification  of  their  adop¬ 
tion  for  grant  purposes  was  received. 

It  will  be  within  memory  that  the  original  intention  of 
the  Government  was  to  take  all  hospitals  into  the  re-organized 
Health  Services  and  it  seemed  possible  that  Voluntary  Hospitals 
as  such  would  not  find  a  place  in  the  Scheme.  The  Leaders 
of  our  movement,  however,  by  watchfulness,  ceaseless  energy 
and  wise  action,  have  succeeded  in  maintaining  to  a  great  ex¬ 
tent  the  liberty  of  our  hospitals  within  the  proposals. 

While  approving  the  White  Paper  suggestions  that  Hos¬ 
pital  and  Consultant  service  shall  be  accessible  to  every 
member  of  the  Community  regardless  of  income  limit  and  the 
reference  in  the  Paper  to  the  value  of  the  voluntary  hospitals 
services,  the  Association,  of  which  this  Hospital  is  a  member, 
is  very  perturbed  with  regard  to  the  pi  oposals  dealing  with 
organisation  and  finance. 

The  White  Paper  makes  clear  that  in  order  to  remain 
Voluntary  Institutions,  and  thereby  preserve  their  traditional 
independence  and  enterprise,  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  must 
continue  to  receive  a  substantial  proportion  of  their  income 
from  voluntary  sources. 

It  is  an  historic  fact  that  the  Hospitals  have  always  been 
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imbued  with  the  spirit  of  pioneers  and  that  nearly  every 
major  discovery  in  the  relief  of  pain  and  improvements  in  the 
method  of  detecting  and  curing  disease  have  been  discovered 
and  perfected  by  them  in  the  couise  of  their  daily  work. 

A  most  serious  omission  in  the  White  Paper  is  the  com¬ 
plete  lack  of  reference  to  the  Hospital  Contributory  Scheme 
movement  which  has  come  to  serve  three  distinct  purposes. 

(1)  It  has  enabled  the  average  citizen  in  health  to  an¬ 
ticipate  his  need  in  sickness  and  by  a  regular  weekly  contri¬ 
bution  voluntarily  given,  to  secure  that  his  hospital  was  there 
ready  to  receive  him  or  his  family  without  cost  when  needed. 

(2)  By  securing  the  membership  of  nearly  eleven  milli¬ 
ons  of  people,  it  has  made  a  contribution  to  the  financial 
stability  of  hospitals  so  great  that  the  complete  withdrawal  of 
this  source  of  income  would  jeopardise  the  whole  system 
throughout  the  country. 

(3)  It  has  not  only  encouraged  a  share  of  civic  respon¬ 
sibility  but  has  secured  the  personal  interest  and  affection  of 
a  mass  of  people  in  their  local  hospital.  This  object  will  have 
to  be  most  closely  and  seriously  considered. 

These  are  just  points  which  the  Association  wish  to  em¬ 
phasise,  not  personal  views,  and  I  leave  it  to  those  who  are 
vitally  interested  in  our  Hospital  to  consider  closely  the  sit¬ 
uation  and  to  take  sueh  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  safe¬ 
guard  our  interests  and  retain  not  only  the  efficiency  of  our 
service  but  liberty  to  carry  out  that  service. 

By  the  new  scheme  of  rehabilitation  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  changes  in  the  method  of  nursing  and  curing  patients 
are  taking  place  and  likely  to  revolutionalise  life  within  the 
hospitals. 

Briefly  the  underlying  idea  is  to  treat  all  suitable  patients 
in  such  a  way  that  the  period  of  their  convalescence  is  ap¬ 
preciably  shortened.  Specially  trained  nurses  and  those  who 
have  undertaken  special  courses  will  be  responsible  for  the 
organising  of  the  treatment  always  under  medical  direction, 
so  that  whereas  patients  who  formerly  awaited  in  patience 
the  time  when  they  could  be  discharged  will  be  encouraged, 
not  only  to  read  as  they  do  now,  but  to  undertake  such  muscular 
exercises  as  may  be  advantageous,  receive  massage  treatment, 
occupy  themselves  in  games,  mental  exercises,  puzzles  and 
handicraft  of  suitable  nature  according  to  age  and  thus  re¬ 
move  the  retarding  influence  of  introspection. 

These  are  great  national  developments,  indicative  of  the 
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trend  of  public  opinion  and  needs  and  of  scientific  research 
and  sound  reasoning. 

As  you  will  hear  of  our  own  hospital  from  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  and  the  Hon  Treasurer,  I  need  only 
say  how  grateful  the  Governors  are  to  that  Committee  for 
the  care  and  devotion  shown  in  maintaining  the  hospital 
at  such  a  high  level  ;  to  the  Staff  for  their  loyal  and  efficient 
service  ;  to  the  Medical  Officers  for  their  keen,  thorough  and 
active  support  and  to  the  general  public  for  so  liberally  sup¬ 
porting  the  many  efforts  made  on  its  behalf  during  the  year, 
for  their  gifts  and  subscriptions  and  their  practical  interest,  by 
a  combination  of  which  Ledbury  Hospital  has  been  able  to 
maintain  its  important  usefulness  to  the  town  and  district. 


Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management 

For  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1943, 
was  read  and  adopted  as  Jollows  : — 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We,  the  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Ledbury 
Cottage  Hospital,  beg  to  present  our  71st  annual  Report  for 
the  year  1943. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  7  patients 
in  hospital,  583  were  admitted,  making  a  total  of  590,  a  de¬ 
crease  of  17  on  the  previous  year. 

These  cases  were  made  up  as  follows  :  Accident  145, 
Medical  136,  Surgical  186  and  X-Ray  123  ;  the  results  being, 
relieved  56,  cured  389,  died  14,  and  remaining  in  at  end  of 
the  year,  8. 

The  total  number  of  X-Ray  films  taken  was  241. 

Once  again  our  staunch  supporters  have  brought  valued 
assistance  to  the  funds  by  their  efforts.  The  Bosbury  Annual 
event  (Mr  W  Mosley)  produced  £25  18s.  3d  ;  Putley  A.F.S. 
raised  £13  2s.  6d. ;  Ledbury  N.F  S.  £6  18s.  9d. ;  Ledbury 
Police  and  Control  Centre  Choir  £13  3s.  lOd.  ;  Dymock  Wo¬ 
men’s  Institute  £10;  The  District  Motor  Agents  £13  18s.  6d. 

We  wish  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Mr. 
John  Lowe  (Royal  Oak)  and  Mrs.  M.  Alexander  (New  Inn), 
Much  Marcle,  and  Mrs.  E.  Lewis  “Seven  Stars,”  who  for  several 
years  past  have  raised  sums  for  the  Hospital  at  Christmastide. 

The  following  organisations  have  this  year  increased 
their  grants: — League  of  Mercy,  £50;  Ledbury  Preserves 


Ltd.  Employees,  £60  ;  Ledbury  Contributory  Scheme  £75 ; 
Malvern  Contributory  Scheme,  £43  18s.  Od. ;  while  the  Home 
Guard  Entertainments  Committee  donated  £100  and  the 
Agricultural  Red  Cross  Committee  £350  which  was  further 
augmented  by  a  direct  grant  of  £60  from  the  Ledbury  Pre¬ 
serves  Ltd.  Entertainments  Committee. 

From  the  Committee  of  the  Oolwall  “  Wings  for  Victory  ” 
Week  we  received  tokens  to  the  value  of  £65  which  have  been 
converted  into  Savings  Certificates  —  a  much  appreciated  ges¬ 
ture. 

Smaller  efforts,  so  very  valuable  to  the  Hospital,  are  re¬ 
corded  with  pleasure:— Ledbury  Whist  and  Bridge  Committee, 
Ledbury  Police,  Mr.  Elliott  (Rosemount),  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  T. 
Price,  Hill  Top  Fruit  Farm,  Mrs.  F.  W.  Taylor,  Mrs.  Rawlings, 
Mr.  A  Best,  Mr.  J.  Vernall,  Factory  “  B  ”  Shift. 

Collections  by  boxes,  a  valuable  means  of  assistance,  have 
been  most  satisfactory.  Mr.  Stanley  Smith’s  “  No  7  ”  box 
produced  £16  13s.  2d.  during  the  year. 

To  all  concerned  in  the  above  we  tender  our  most  grate¬ 
ful  thanks. 

By  means  of  bequests  the  Hospital  has  benefitted  by  the 
following  :  — The  late  Miss  M.  A  Hill  £5  (General  Fund)  ; 
the  late  Mr.  F.  J  K  Fowler  £200,  of  which  £100  is  to  be 
used  as  the  committee  may  direct. 

During  the  year  building  renovations  have  been  im¬ 
possible  and  in  view  of  accumulations  of  repairs  and  decora¬ 
tion  we  feel  that  the  reserve  fund  should  be  further  built  up. 

The  Staff  conditions  have  continued  satisfactory  despite 
war  conditions,  but  Nurses  Butler  and  Wells  have  resigned  on 
personal  grounds.  We  wish  to  record  our  appreciation  of 
their  faithful  service  whilst  members  of  the  staff. 

To  the  Hon.  Medical  Officers,  the  Matron,  Nurses  and 
Domestic  Staff  we  tender  cordial  thanks  for  the  excellent  way 
in  which  the  work  at  the  Hospital  has  been  carried  on. 

Finally,  we  are  grateful  to  the  many  friends  who  have 
made  gifts  in  kind  and  to  those  who  have  assisted  in  any  way 
during  1943.
